Feeling Pinch Of 


High Store Rents 


High commercial rents are 
working hardship on many small 
businesses and may eventually 
force some out of business, ac 
cording to real estate agents. 

Several small businesses had 
complained they were unable to 
make ends meet, due to the high 
rents on stores and offices. 

A survey revealed that several 
smal] business concerns had been 
forced to move to new locations 
on Yates Street and Pandora Ave- 
nue, due to high rents in and 
around the vicinity of Dougias 
Street. While some had suffered 
no ill-effects from moving to less 
busy districts, others were. not 
too happy over the change. 

Real estate agents recalled the 
days of 1912 and 1914 when store 
rents. were fairly high and a 
similar, situation arose.

weak.” | 

An application of Chris Her- 
muses to open a $15,000 confec- 
tionery at Douglas and Superior 
Streets was refused support of 
the commission who deplored 
what they termed “little intru- 
sions” of confectioneries into 
residential districts. Commis- 
sioners referred to the condition 
of surrounding area and streets, 
where confectioneries are al- 
lowed.
